My dear Yoxmen: 

I votumed from Scotian’ a fortnight ago, having had a most intercating 
and delightful experiayce. It was ao good to be on the inatde of life, instond 
of roaming about as a tourist, looking at old buildings. I could not holp but 
contrast my visit to Stirling this time with my visit there sixteen years ago. 
Thon I walked about the tom and visited tho onstlo, got my dimer at the hotel, 
end went away, without imowing a soul in the commmity. This timo two lawyors 
wore down at thé station to meet us, ad I went to dine at the provwest's, and 
then to call with him on one of the most respected citizens of tho tom, and 
thon met all the nicest people at two crowled moetings, afterward going off to 
gpend the night at s lovely Ohristian home.

Our South Amariean mis 
sionaries have felt it very keenly, tut they understand clearly, i think, the 
position of the Ameriean Boards in the mtter, and I have boon trying to age 
sure then that probably the vory oxoluston of the work in nowiinally Christian 
tands will eive it a prominenee which otherwise Lt would not have had, and 
Only serve ta lay it on the aonsesence of the Glmrch with 2 now power. You wi ll 
ba receiving Hoon & Copy of my report on the South American Missions.

i had hoped to be able to write you last week, at the same time that I 
mailed the letter to the Mission, but this was not possible, so I am writing 
now to apibioghianaa and thank you for your eood letters of April 14th and 
July 29th, and your circular letter of March 24th, and sink note of Ostober 
llth, forvarding your report. I am very much obliged for the valuable explanations 
in your letter of April 14th of the property needs, and I think it will -" 
posgible ta count upon another Misslon house in the Etah G@istrict. I notice, 
however, that you propose to bulld it at Kasganj, and that the Methodiete have 
& Alstrict superintendent there. Waa, tats in part the explanation of the 
‘wnwlliiugness of the Mission to consider with the Methodlate problems of comity 
and terrivortal division? Such an attitude of Aisinclination ta co unusuel on the 
part of cur Presbyterian Church and Lts representatives that I was ingtrueked to 
write aud lnguire as to why we secmed to be departing in North India from our 
traditions and firm principles in the matter. Whoever elae is defective in 
recornition of the claima of missivn comity and co@poration, 1% hao always bean, 
the pride of our Board that 1+ was not deficient hore. f 

I wrote in tho Mlasion letter of the consideration which the Board was 
still eivine ta ene use Of the Kennedy Beguest, and also of its action with 
regard to the Christianization of our educational staff. The amount of the 
bequest 1s still unknown to the Board. I presume that within the next two or 
threes weeks, however, the Executors will distribute ihe estate, amd that the 
Board will then kmow exactly how much is to be cownted upon, It will be in 


the neighborhood, I judge, of two million dollars, instead of three. We 


are hoping, however, that it will run over two million.

ly with our full missionary obligation. 

It ig very good to be home again and to look forward to some unintarrupted 
montis here. I cannot tell you what a logs it ia to be away and out of touch — 
with the correspondence and all the friends in whose life and work one has been 
finding one's own life.
